Tbe scene In the Douse tOHlay when the Speaker 
announced that Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, had the 
Soor was grandly picturesque. It was intim ated 
yesterday that he desired to say som ething on tbe 
question of pay or members of Congress, and his 
intfrmity pleaded for him more eloquently than the 
request of bis colleague. But It was not what Mr. 
Stephens would say th at made the prospect of a 
speech from him so attrautive. There was some­ 
thing m ore heroic than m ere curiosity in the earn­ 
est desire of Senators to be informed when the 
distingnlshed Southron had the door. 
A few m inutes after one the Speaker gently 
tapped his desk, to rem ind the members of their 
ohUgation not to disturb debate, and attention at 
once centred on the gaunt figure of the Repre- 
aeutauve from Georgia, who occupies a desk Imme­ 
diately in front of the Speaker, on the iuuer circle 
or seats. The galleries were full of eager listen­ 
ers. 
Under 
the eagle’s 
wing, 
which 
over­ 
shadows 
the 
clock, 
stood 
a 
youth, 
peer­ 
ing 
down 
tbe 
aisles, which were filled to 
snffocation. 
It was Young Am erica contem plat­ 
ing an 
event, tbe 
counterpart 
of which Is 
preserved on canvas in W ebster’s reply to Uayne, 
and in history, when Chatham inveighed against 
th e recognition of American independence. W hat 
a scene was this I The Vico P resident of the or­ 
ganized rebellion, who U years ago was a mem­ 
ber, w ithout spot or blemish, of Congress, to-day 
th e cynosnre of all eyes I How strange in contrast 
w ith the story of Bazalne’s condem nation, and 
how passing strange in comparison between the 
atrength of tbe French and American republics I 
The doors leading to the galleries are Jam m ed; only 
th e diplomatic gallery is empty, save two solitary 
IndlvldaalB of foreign toilet. Tbe reporters sharpen 
th eir pencils, put on their eyeglasses, and a hush, 
produced by the gentle tapping of the small end of 
the Speaker’s gavel, ensues. 
The sarroundlngs in the House, and especially 
aboQt the orator, m ake a picture which m ust 
strike him w ith a sense of strangeness. In all th at 
crowd Of R epresenutlves there are only a half dozen 
whom he knew in his previous Congressional experi­ 
ence. Who are theyf The tall, gaunt, Indian form 
of Maynard, looming np above tbe throng; tbe 
hercnlean form of Bufflnton, of M assachnsetts; 
the som ewhat grizzly face of Dawea and the odd 
■peotacled English physiognomy of his colleague, 
Mr. Ooocb, together with the black haired Marshall, 
of Illinois, from tbe Egyptian p a rt of the State, 
an d 8. S. Cox, whose new name. “Dew Drop,” 
■parkles on every tongue. These six men arejthe 
only ones of this Forty-third Congress who are 
familiar with the voice of the Georgian and who 
served with him in tbe Thirty-fifth. 
How cnriousiy his little black eyes m ast have 
gaaed upon tbe strange faces about him 1 
What 
an eagerness on

catch the words as they fall! He rises, drops one of 
Ids crutches in the aisle; he leans heavily upon the 
other.

Ho makes a 
classical, then a Biblical ilinstratlon. 
Does be 
atrlke the keynote all expect f Does he Inveigh 
against corrnption, 
profligacy, 
extravagance ? 
Does he applaud economy and 
self-sacrifice ? 
There la disappointm ent. 
Most think he has 
changed with 
the 
times. 
The 
old days of 
obivalry are gone; the m ercenary years 
have 
come. He has come with them. Gifted and pare 
bimself, passionless and alm ost disembodied, he 
would have been the man to herald the tKif ter day, 
c r to renew th at other timo when John Letcher, 
George W. Jones and others of the South gave up 
to the public their service to save millions for the 
public and make nothing for themselves. It was 
a strange scene, however, w hatever may be tbe 
«entlm cuts expressed, the one nearly parallel be­ 
ing when Chatham, to whom the orator referred, 
cam e into the House of Lords sw athed in flannels 
and leaning on crutches. 
Only this difference ex­ 
ists in tne two cases—Chatham 's demise soon fol­ 
lowed. 
Mr. Stephens bids fair to live as long here 
hereafter as he has lived since he left here in 18.59. 
Again, the clarion voice of the young Cornet P itt 
and old statesm an Chatham, which used to make 
St. Stephen’s resonant, even to the purlieus of 
W estm inster Hall, are In strange contrast with the 
ebrill, flfe-like, octave voice of the skeietou orator 
from Georgia. 
Bnt they group about him. The o rator Is talking 
about Che Salary bill, aud what can he say th at is 
M marvellously attractlv ef In the centre aisle are 
Senators Conkllng, Windom, Thurman, Bogy, Con­ 
over and others. Within almost arm ’s reach sits 
Ben Butler. To the rear Judge Hoar, thoughtful 
and silent. A num ber of members who served as 
generals and colonels In both the Union and Con- 
lederate armies form a cordon about the old m an’s 
Meek.

General Garfield arose and took some excep- 
Uons to the position assumed by the gontlc* 
man from Georgia.

He opposoil the bill then, 
but as long as it was passer! he took the money 
and Is going to keep It. 
Alvali Crocker, of Massa- 
chiisettB, was the first Iiinny man of the day. His

back pay, his disposition of the salary after he had

W. Sendder, of New Jersey, tboughl it was out of 
tbe power of Congress to ehange the past, but it 
BhonkI fix the compensation for the future in ac­ 
cordance with the feeling of tbe country. Mr. Dun- 
nell. of Minnesota, said he had been directed to 
vote for a law repealing all Increase made last ses- 
8 Ion; therefore he should snstaln the m inority bill. 
Mr. CroBsland, of Kentucky, was the n ex t man 
who amused the House by his observatlous. 
He 
boldly ueclared th at the great cry raised about the 
grab was made by those who wanted our seats, 
lie took the increased pay. and couldn’t return it If 
ne would, and, so nelp him God, he wouldn’t if he 
could, which assertion was received with shouts of 
laughter. He paid his respects to Mr. Cox, whom 
he üesignateií, M lyjJrlep<* “pew Bfon.;» After 
stating that ounset nad been the author of a grfi&i 
deal of wise and good legislation in Congress 
he said he would read one of the bills of which the 
gentlem an was the author.

cord such rights to alL P roprietors of barber 
shops and saloons in Washington, run by colored 
men, do not allow colored men to en ter their 
places of bnsiness. He w anted the right, when he 
fell like going into a barroom to take a drink, to 
do it, and not to be told by the barkeeper th at he 
has no liquor.

Tbe second floor of ibis house 
U occupied by Mr. Bouclcault. Having ascertained 
th at “ the m aster spirit of the English stage” was 
a t home, the llEaaLU reporter was prom ptly shown 
into his apartm ent. Two rooms thickly carpeted 
and the walls hung with blue merino, the doors 
taken off their hinges and curtains filling th eir 
openings, a secretary busily engaged scrlobllng in 
one room and Mr. Boucicault slmUariy engaged in 
the other, were the objects the H b ra ld reporter 
silently adm ired until the d ram atu t bad finished 
concocting some pretty speecU. He rose and j oined 
the H kbalo reporter, who explained the object of 
bis visit, and with the same curt rapidity he shows 
in bU plays when he jum ps at once into the ac­ 
tion of tbe story, so be plunged at once into 
business. Having expressed the hope we had not 
intruded in a m om ent of inspiration, 
Mr. Bouclcanit answered, “No. 1 was at tbe mo­ 
m ent replying to one of tho m ost dellgutful letters 
1 have ever received; there it is.” 
He handed to me a letter, which proved to be 
from tne company of Union .Square Theatre, pay­ 
ing Mr. Boucicault many delightful com plim ents 
on the excellence of his new play, and tnankiug 
him for the help of his experience in preparing 
their several rOlee. 
RBPOiiTBR—You have stated th at you have the 
IntenUon of m aking the attem pt to revive the 
legitim ate dram a in New York. 
Mr. BOUCICAULT—I have arranged w ith 
Mr. 
Wallack, Mr. Daly and Messrs. Shook A Palm er 
to try the experim ent upon the public a t their 
three theatres alm ost simultaneously. 
The new 
comedy a t W allack’s will be produced in Christm as 
week. Mr. Daly will produce my third comedy on 
Monday, the 6tb of January. Each oi these w orks 
requires an audience of tbe highest intelllgenoe to 
understand it. 
They are comedies of character 
and conversation, m which m elodram atic (now 
called sensational) effects have been avoided- 
Rkpobtkb—Which do you consider to be the best

Mr. Boucicault—The m ost experienced dram ­ 
atist cannot undertake to distinguish the m erit of 
any work previously to perform ance.

alone can decide. In “Led A stray” I had tbe as­ 
sistance ol Octave Feulllct. 
In Wallack’s piece I 
have also derived some ot the m aterial trom 
others, in Daly’e comedy I have relied on my own 
resources. You may therefore fairly conclude that, 
two heads being better than one, my original 
comedy will n ot be the best of Hie three.

Reporter- Y ou mean the upper class? 
Mr. Boucicault- N o, I do not. This upper class 
is devoted to a sensual entertainm ent oi another 
kind, much m ore destructive to the dram a than 
“Black Ci-ooks,” 
Repórter- What do you mean? 
Mr. Boucicault—I mean the Italian opera; th at 
bastard, m isbegotten creature. Have you ever ob­ 
served the expression ou the laces oi an audience 
at the opera ? llow sensuous it is; how lull ol ani­ 
mal enjoym ent! The science of music cun no fur­ 
ther go than tho captivation of tne senses. Itls

When a nation becomes thoroughly musical, as 
Greece did in its decadence, as Italy has done 
w ithin the last 3oo rears.

Intendent Yeomans, who received despatches from 
and sent replies to Postm aster General Cresw ell; 
Senators Rsmscy and Sherm an and a num ber o( 
otheni Who were at the W ashington office. Tho 
wiVmterial prcciaion with wnich Post Office officiate 
are keot at duty IS posslbly Illustrated by the first 
desDatch of Secretary Creswell, wherein be in­ 
quired kindly alter the health of 
P*stm aster 
J a m e s and If he were ready for service. The Post- 
m aster replied, with equal concern, th at hla healtn 
was good and his desire for work intense. 
The Automatic Telegraph Company clalmR th at 
the system of which It is the ow ner is capable of 
transm itting despatches a t a speed about eight 
times as great as that of the Morse system . The 
full strength oi the battery Is ntUlzed. The de­ 
spatches are first prepared, their m atter being 
transierred lo slips of paper by m eans of a perlorat- 
m g machine. These slips are placed upon a revolving 
drum, and as they arc reeled rapidly off, a carren t 
18 establlsned each tlmo a pointer th at presses 
upon the paper, which is a non-condnctor, passss 
over tho perforations. This despatch is receive 1 
at Its destfnailou on prepared paper, on which the 
dots and dashes of the Morse alphabet are im­ 
printed. This short statem ent of the automaiio 
system of telegraphy develops It* •implicity, anti 
Its capacity seems to be limited only by the scv - 
clty 01 export copyists of the despatches from the 
Morse hieroglyphics. This capacity is probab.y 
best illosirated by tbe statem en t that the Preri- 
den t’s Message was sen t w FottavUie. Fa., iroot 
New York in m a ia a ie s .

How the Horrible Deads Were 
Done and Why. 


B o n t o n, Dec. 11, 1871. 
While the citizens of New England, and espe­ 
cially of the State of Massachosetto, wore oongrat 
ulatlng themselves th at the “ worst Is over,” th at 
the tide of crime which for the past few monwig has 
tarnlHhod the lair fame of New England’s virtm* 
had reached Its flood, and th at for the future the 
people of this favored land were secure from the 
brand of the Incendiary, the bludgeon of tne rob­ 
ber aud the dagger of the assassin, one of tho m ost 
terrible tragedies ever brought to light agitates 
New England to-day. It only rem ains for your cor­ 
respondent to furnish tbe 
DETAILS OK THE MCRDBR OK THB KIMBALL FAMILY. 
as near as they can be obtained. Tnat the details 
are safflcieutly horrible not one of yiA r readers 
will deny. 
The family consisted of George U. 
Kimball, his wDe and his 
step -d au g h ter, th« 
daughter of Mrs. Kimball by a form er husband. 
They resided and kept boarders in a modest-ap- 
pearing bouse on the com er of Park and com m on 
streets, Charlestown. 
It seemed th at Mr. Kimball 
arose a t his usual hour In the m orning, and, as 
was his custom, proceeded up stairs about six 
o’clock to arouse the boarders. 
Up to this tim e no 
noise bad been heard in tbe bouse, aud persons 
who m ust have been passing while the terrible 
deeds were being com m itted neith er heard ao r 
saw anything to attra c t tliolr atten tio n . At the 
tim e he called the boarders one of them rem arked 
th at he thought ho would lav a wiiHo longer, to 
which Mr. Kimball repUed, “ Yon had b etter oome 
down now.” 
KIMBALL W ITH H I3 THROAT COT. 
A few m inutes later two of the boarders w ent 
down together, and as they stepped to the door of 
the parlor they discovered Mr. Kimball standing 
In the Bitting room beyond, off oi which hla cham ­ 
ber opened. In his night dross and w ith a torrlblo 
gash in his throat, from which the blood was 
stream ing, while in his hand he held an opea 
razor. Mr. Kimball, on seeing bis boarders, mo­ 
tioned for them w ith th e razor to keep back, and, 
not caring to attem p t to disarm him, they ra a 
speedily out Into the stree t to sum mon the police, 
in a short tim e Officers Green, Webb and Pearson 
were found, and tbe flve quickly returned to tho 
house. On en terin g the sittin g room a borrlbls 
sight m et th eir gaze. Upon the floor, In a pool of 
blood, lay the unfortunate man. He was not dead, 
for as Officer Pearson stepped np to him he at­ 
tem pted to get up. a t the sam e tim e exclaim ing. 
“ Damn you, get out of here, or 1 will cu t you to o l” 
He then lell back, w eak from the loss of blood. 
Officers Pearson and Webb attem pted to stan ch 
the flow of blood, but either one o f the three tm u 
would have proved fatal, and in five m inutes after 
the officers arrived be was dead. 
MRS. K H fllALL DEAD IN BED. 
On entering the sitting room the officers noticed 
th a t Mrs. lUmball was still la bed, apparenUy 
asleep, but, upon investigation, she was lound to 
bo dead. There w ere no m arks ab o u t her person 
to show In w hat m anner she bod been m urdered, 
ex cep t a slight discoloration about the throat. 
From this ft is supposed th at she was strangled to 
death. The body lay in a n atu ral position, w ith 
the hands crossed upon the breast, and the orderly 
appeaiance of the bedclothes showed th at the m ur­ 
derer sprang upon her while she was in a sound 
sleep, and that she died w ith soarcelv a struggle. 
A handkerchief covered w ith bloodstains was 
found by the bedside, which had evidently been 
used to gag her and prevent hsr outcry. 
THE UAL’TOTER’S THROAT OUT FROM EAR TO EAR. 
Search was then made lor the daughter, a young 
woman ol about 17 years, and on opening the door 
to her bedroom, a very small apartm ent opening 
out of the parlor, another horrible sight m et the 
officers’ gaze, which caused tbe stoutest h eart 
am ong them to quail. Ib e body of tbo girl was 
lound lying across tbe bed w ith her th io at out 
from ear to ear, the head being nearly severed 
from the body. From the appearance of the bed 
It is thought that she was aw akened before the 
deed was accomplished and struggled to save nor 
life, but w ithout avail. This com pleted the horri­ 
ble Dictare, no attem p t being m ade by tne m ur­ 
derer to take the lUe of any of the boarders. 
THE CORONER SUMMONBD. 
The officers, after learning of the ex te n t of tho 
tragedy, sent for Coroner Bradford, and npon his 
ai rival two notes touna by tbo police upon the 
centre table were handed to him, which give a 
clew to the whole affair. The following is a copy 
of the m ost im poruint note, which was w ritten 
upon a piqce of letter paper and unstained by

The Idea th at he was to be caLed 
a thief 
for taking tbe com pensation affixed to bis nam e 
was not very palatable to him. It did not com ­ 
mend Itself to his judgm ent nor to his conscience; 
iieiilier did he propose to be actuated or influenced 
by any th reat of that sort, and therefore he had 
taken the money and still retam ed it. Otlier gen­ 
tlem en's consciences had been more tender than 
his. They began to tie affected differently, and, one 
alter another, many returned their back pay to the 
Treasury.

The flr.-rt great thing 
to be iLuriied 111 ti.is llic, us taught in the schools 
ol ancient Greece, wns to discrim inate between 
th at Which the m ultitude thought was right and 
th at which was right in itself. 11 there were any- 
tliing wrung, anytliing Immoral, auyildug disUou- 
est, unyliiiug which would rcfiect disgrace on a 
m an’s memory lor making that legal appropriation 
he wanted lo know where It was. If it was wrong 
lor m embers to take what the law allowed where 
w ere men to find a rule of right and wrong. Ills re­ 
m arks on ti is subject did not apply to himself, but 
he was a citizen of tlie country, and he felt deep 
interest in tiie dignity and character of Congress. 
He claimed that when Congress passed the retro­ 
active law ol last session It hmi a constitutional 
right to do so. He was uot sa.ving whether u was 
expedient or n ot: but no blush should rest on the 
Cheek ol any man.

fessor Agassiz is one of those few. 
Every one 
who is familiar with his career at home and 
abroad vrill await with more than ordinary so- 
licitnde the intelligence of bis recovery, and 
will mourn with no common grief should that 
recovery be pronounced impossible.

Public virtue is said to be the essential 
principle and vital spirit of governments like 
ours, yet a whole Congress gives us Irrefraga­ 
ble evidence that it is not unwilling to profit 
by petty larceny; to plunge its legislative arm 
up to the elbow into the national treasure 
chest and pocket what it was trusted to guard. 
So that if Montesquieu was right—if virtue is 
the vitality oí republics—then our grand po­ 
litical experiment is in a bad way or our Con. 
gressmen greatly belie the nation in pretend­ 
ing to represent it 
Perhaps the truth is be­ 
tween these points and laps over a little on 
either alternative. 
Congressmen are not fair 
types of the people of their districts; and this 
is a truth that has no partisan application, for 
the m en of both sides wUl plunder on any 
convenient occasion with a noble indifference 
to platforms and party lines. 
They are sn- 
perior to narrow dissension on political issues 
in presence of any opportunity to put money 
in their purses. 
This is the essential point in 
the ring system of public robbery, and we find 
the superiority of the people over their repre­ 
sentatives in the very fact that before they 
can snccessfully steal on any extensive combi­ 
nation Congressmen must first betray their con­ 
stituents; they must agree not to recognize as 
an obstacle to their operations those principles 
which the people elected them to uphold; 
they must agree with their political opponents 
that it is better to act together for the more 
successful prosecution of dishonest schemes in 
their own interest than to act in opposition 
for the assumed interest of the people. 
They 
are traitors, therefore, before they ore thieves; 
and if the system upon which men in office 
operate was acted upon by the people at large 
in their general dealings one with another, then 
loss of confidence, distrust and suspicion would 
sap the foundation of our whole fabric of indus­ 
try and commerce. 
Broadcast among our peo­ 
ple there is dishonesty, of course, as there is in 
every country, but it is not found with us in 
greater proportion to the numbers than it is 
found elsewhere, while we doubt if there ever 
was a legislative body so shamelessly corrupt 
as the present Congress. 
In utter disregard 
of its responsibility towards the Southern 
States, with an indiffterence to the welfare of 
those great communities that was partly re­ 
venge, the republican party permitted recon­ 
struction on principles that let in the crowds 
of carpet-bag Representatives and Senators, 
and thus the personal composition of Con­ 
gress was adulterated, the governing body was 
debased by the coming in of a horde of scoun­ 
drels, political vagabonds, refugees, bank­ 
rupts—wretches who had been forced to leave 
by turns every community where there was 
any administration of jnstice or respect for the 
right. 
If a mass of clipped coin is put into 
the circnlatioq and is given and taken on an 
equality with good coin all the good coin soon 
becomes clipped also or disappears. 
So it has 
been with Congress; the bad reduced the mass 
to its level, and all Congress is animated by 
the principles and morals that the carpet-bag­ 
gers brought there; and this is the retributive 
justice that makes the ill we permit to be dona 
to others a catastrophe to ourselves. 
Investigation has plentifully shown how 
Congress teems with roguery; but the most 
flagrant act in violation of common honesty 
yet bronght to its door is that particular ap­ 
propriation of the public money which it has 
covered with the thin disguises of the Salary 
bill As the pay of Congressmen can only be 
fixed by law, and as they are themselves the 
lawmakers, their dealings with this subject 
would naturally bring them into delicate rela­ 
tions with public opinion, for they might be 
charged with extravagance or demagoguery, 
as they either made the pay too high or muni­ 
ficently voted to give the country their valua­ 
ble services for a pin’s fee. People have pretty 
well determined that in politics gratuitous 
services are the dearest they can have. 
If we 
establish by law that a certain set of func­ 
tionaries shall receive no salary, we do it with 
the hope that it may result in filling the 
places with men of independent means, who 
wiU be above temptation—at least that has 
always been the motive in this country; but 
that has never been the operation. 
Absence 
of salary does not fill offices with men of 
fortune, and does not compel the poor man 
to avoid position as a burden beyond his 
powers; 
for the poor man gets into office 
just the same, only he goes the more readily 
into plundering schemes because he believes 
the State which gets his services owes him 
support, and he excuses his dishonesty to his 
conscience on the ground that he only takes 
what justly should be given. 
And if the de­ 
sire to keep the legislator from snch tempta­ 
tion is a good reason for giving him a salary, 
it is a good reason for giving him a liberal 
one; so that, viewing the subject in its largest 
sense, it is perhaps not improbable that the 
country would assent that Congressmen should 
have, after dne notice, a remuneration equal 
to that they recently voted themselves. 
But 
they removed the subject from any snch rea­ 
sonable ground of consideration by making 
tbnir measure retroactive; by legislating, not 
that future Congressmen sbonld receive a 
greater pay, bat that they individnally shoold 
each one pocket a specific snm to be taken 
from the public purse, and to which snm they 
hod no right and no moral claim. 
Any in. 
dividual whatever 
who 
has 
been 
em­ 
ployed in the government and has received 
for his services what be agreed to take has just 
as much right to have five or ten thousand 
dollars voted into his pocket as those Con­ 
gressmen had, and the Congressmen bad just 
as much right to vote themselves a hundred 
thousand dollars apiece as one, two or five 
thousand dollars. Why did they not do it ? 
Only from apprehensions with regard to their 
own political safety and the imminent danger 
to their future prospects of any outrageous 
violation of the public sense of propkiety. 
Like the burglar and the pickpocket, the 
embezzling cashier and the swindling con­ 
fidence man, they limited their furtive operas- 
tions by considerations of the peril and the 
consequences. 
Ready to steal, they grasped, 
however, only so much as they thought it safe 
to take; undeterred by any innate sense of 
honesty, they stopped at the limit only within 
which they thought they might escapo popular 
reprobation. 
Was it possible that any considerable num­ 
ber of Congressmen did not clearly compre­ 
hend the moral aspects of that thieving vote 
for back pay? 
In the Congrossional pro­ 
ceedings of the pMt few days there is 
abundant answer. 
They ere like so many 
boys 
caught 
in 
their 
rosruery. 
and 


each one 
acenses 
the 
other. 
It 
• 
oontinoal recrimination, as to whether one 
honest boy. having stolen with the rest, did 
not oarafully return the [dunder from the 
mere honesty of his nature, before the owner 
had missed it and before there was any row 
about i t ; or whether another honest fellow, 
pocketing his share the meanwhile, did not 
prophetically warn his comrades that it would 
get them all into the State Prison. 
Never was 
Congress so iboronghly worthy of contem pt; 
never was degradation of character so patent; 
never was snch meanuees held up before the 
eyes of a nation as in the past few days on this 
subject R was a shamefhl fact when the knowl­ 
edge wais forced upon the country that a 
majority of Congress could vote to commit an 
embezzlement of public ftmds ; bat even that 
might have been ambiguous—people oould 
have doubted, for Cougressioual intelligence 
leaves room for i t whether members per­ 
ceived fnUy the scope of their vote ; but as to 
this latest spectacle there can be no doubt, 
and it is far more shameful than the primary 
fact 
They are convicted by their own 
acknowledgment of conscious dishonesty in 
the first vote, and now of a demagognery 
without parallel in its servility and meanness. 
An 
endeavor 
has 
been 
made 
to 
relieve the dominant party of the responsi­ 
bility of this 
public theft, 
but it can 
have no result 
Salary stealing is of a 
piece with the other corruptions in which 
republican rule has been so fertile, and the 
republican party has not rejected the thieves, 
even when caught and known. 
It accepts 
them all, and must accept as its own the 
odium of their acts. 
Of this the composition 
of the committees in the House is crowning 
evidence. Democrats took part in the salary 
tiheft, and so have no claim to superior hon­ 
esty; but the republicans coold have pre­ 
vented it and did not, and it is upon their 
party the popular indignation must fall 
To 
say, as was said in the Senate, that the Presi­ 
dent would have vetoed the clause for back 
poy but that it came in the General Appropri­ 
ation bill is only to move the ground of accu­ 
sation and defence, for the republican majority 
is overwhelming and withont practical con­ 
trol, and could have kept it out of the Appro­ 
priation biU and kept it from showing its dis­ 
honest face in any bill whatever if that ma­ 
jority had had the will and the honesty to do 
its duty properly toward the country. 
It was 
in these great respects it was found wanting, 
and a party without the moral stamina to put 
down dishonesty within its own lines or else­ 
where cannot continue to rule the American 
people.

and sack of a garrisoned and fortified town 
was almost unknown. 
The smallest Spanish 
garrisons were able to Rold their own against 
their inexperienced enemies; but now the 
circumstances are altered, and the Spanish 
soldier finds himself unable to cope in the 
open field with the men whom a few years ago 
he despised. 
The temporary occupation of 
towns has enabled the Cuban forces to obtain, 
not alone 
munitions of 
war, 
but such 
other supplies as were most useful to them. 
This policy has paralyzed the Spanish authori­ 
ties and compelled them to so divide up their 
forces that they can no longer undertake im­ 
portant operations in the field. 
At this mo­ 
ment the contending parties hava changed 
their rdles, and, from being hunted fugitives, 
the Cubans have assumed an aggressive 
attitude, which has already produced the best 
results. 
It would be difficult to overrate the heroism 
and devotion shown by the insurgents in the 
seemingly hopeless straggle they have waged 
unaided against their Spanish oppressors, and 
we hope the day is not far distant when the 
American government will put itself in accord 
with public opinion by adopting a vigorons 
policy in dealing with Spain. 
The barbarous 
war of races most be brought to an end, and 
this can only be done by the armed interven­ 
tion of the United States, to which, sooner or 
later, we shall be forced to come. 


Indian Oatragca In Texas. 
The Indi'ans are at it again in Texas, mur­ 
dering and plundering. 
From San Antonio 
it is reported that in a late raid on the Nueces 
River they killed twenty-four persons, mostly 
sheep herders; that at Riell’s ranch a band 
of thirty of the redskins succeeded in running 
off thirty-eight horses ; that at one place they 
came upon two Mexicans, one of whom to 
save himself jumped into a well, and that the 
facetious savages, thinking it a good joke, 
threw the other one in, and went on their way 
rejoicing; that at another ranch where thir­ 
teen herders were driving sheep, the playful 
Indians killed seven of the men and hung 
them up in the trees to dry, and as for the 
other six men, they are missing. 
Wo believe 
that there are four or Óve thousand United 
States troops occupied in guarding the Texas 
frontier, and that Texas—excluding her In­ 
diana—has a population of some seven hun­ 
dred thonsand, and we know that her white 
men as a rule are good shooters and have no 
objection to a fight How it is, then, that a few 
bands of half-naked Indians can roam about 
at pleasure, killing and plandcring in the 
heart of the State, we cannot comprehend. 
We fear that the State and its people depend 
too much upon the United States troops, and 
we believe that if the State were to take tbis 
matter of the suppression of Indian disturb­ 
ances into its own hands these ontmgcs would 
soon be suppressed. 
Hero the old maxim will 
aptly apply that Providence helps those who 
help tbernselvos.________________ 


U n h ap p y B aez had good reason, it appears, 
to implore the protection of the United States. 
According to our late news he is in a critical 
sitnation.

We have lor the past few days devoted some 
space to a number of pointed communications 
criticising a criticism which appeared in the 
Hbbau) on Mr. Dion Boucicault’s comedy 
“Led Astray." 
The Hkiuxj) departs fi-ora no 
rule in giving redress to those who think them­ 
selves wronged in its columns. 
When the in- 
dopoudout public, which pays for its seats at 
the theatre, or even interested parties assum­ 
ing the guise ot an injured public, present 
complaints of a Hbbald critic’s opinions, 
bearing a primS facie value, we have no objec­ 
tion to their stating their case. We thoroughly 
understand that a controversy of this uatnre 
generally furnishes a little cheap advertising 
to the sabfect matter, which, when a play is 
concerned, is salable merchandise just as 
much as any other commodity in the market 
The test of the question, to criticise and to cross- 
criticise, isfound in the useful light which a 
discussion can bring about 
When good ac­ 
crues to the public, and no harm is done, we 
should be niggard, indeed, to deuy an author 
or a theatre a little advantage. 
The comedy now acting at the Union Square 
Theatre is the least in honor of the return of 
the Prodigal Sou of the drama. 
Years and 
years ago he left the parental home of comedy, 
where he was a promising son, and took a 
journey into the far country of sensation and 
there wasted the substance of his brain with 
riotous writing. 
He enjoyed it and fattened 
on it 
In “The Streets of London” he met 
traujce 
company, and he fell in with such 
females as “Formosa,” who were the goddesses 
of his literary worship for a giddy while. 
“It 
paid,” and he was glad of heart 
The public 
thronged to worship with him, and when the 
prudes frowned he pointed to the glimmer of 
white arms and the glances of maidens’ eyes 
in the proscenium boxe^ 
So our Prodigal 
worked on until the public delighted them 
not any more in sensation. 
It was a drug in 
the market, and the “emotional” was a bore. 
Then in the days when the kine of sensation 
were growing lean he turned him homeward, 
having no stomach for husks. 
We all remem­ 
ber the touching humility of the returned 
Prodigal of old, when he knelt down at his 
father’s feet and asked to be included among 
the mere “help.” 
Dion, indeed, does not 
adopt this exact line to his parent 
He is a 
Prodigal of the “ age of progress,” and his 
humility might sound to the benighted mor­ 
tals of a couple of thousand years ago very 
much as if he were patronizing the old gentle­ 
man. 
He forgot to mention much about his 
sins, probably from modern motives of family 
delicacy, and came back asking for his purple 
dressing gown, seal ring and red morocco 
slippers, with the following plaintive speech: 
“Dear Pop, I have come back for the purpose 
of reviving, if possible, a taste for the legiti­ 
mate drama, which I deserted many years ago 
for the ‘Formosa’ style of play. 
There 
would be egotism and vanity in the assump­ 
tion that I alone am the person capable of 
undertaking this task if there were any other 
individual living who could be associated with 
me in i t 
Unfortunately there is n o t 
I hap­ 
pen to be the only dramatist living whom the 
English-speaking world have been pleased to 
accept as capable of 
writing legitimate 
comedies that have been ranged among the 
standard drama of the past.” Now, no one 
but 
a 
hypercritio 
oould 
fail 
to 
be 
impressed 
by 
the 
fine 
feeling 
which 
has brought Mr. Boucicault home to the 
legitimate. 
Let him be as legitimate as he 
can, and ’Fe shall help him to eat the fatted 
calf he kills in his own honor. 
We know 
that the dramatic brothers of the Prodigal are 
unworthy of mention. 
Tom Taylor, Tom 
Robertson and Brougham and Gilbert are 
beings that the world has not heard of; and 
os the French dramatists are foreigners, who 
cares to hear of them? 
We must here deprecate the tone of some of 
the communications on this important matter. 
It is not argument, for instance, to say that a 
man is bilious. 
His lines should not be 
judged by his liver. 
There is a ready con­ 
nection to superficial minds between an impu­ 
tation 
of 
jaundice 
in 
the 
physi­ 
cal 
and 
strong 
condemnatory 
writing 
from the mental. 
It is a poor kind of 
device, 
and 
does 
not help any cause. 
Mr. Boucicault has invoked the spirits of his 
gifted fellow countrymen. Goldsmith and 
Sheridan. 
Let him get along without the 
names of their plays being suggested by his 
reclamations—namely, “Stoops to Conquer,” 
‘ ‘School for Scandal’ ’ and ‘ ‘Rivals. ’ ’ 
Let him 
not be easily pained into cheap self-assertion. 
In this line he takes an unfair advantage of 
the critic, who cannot retort by praising him­ 
self. It is not a faithful critic’s business to 
praise authors and actors up to the level of 
their self-esteem, even when that is os moder­ 
ate as Mr. Boucicault’8. 
The author of “Lon­ 
don Assurance” and “Old Heads and Young 
Hearts,” says, “I have been rewarded so 
highly for poorer work that I owe something 
to them and to myself.” Now, despite the 
reconciliation of his conscience to the matter, 
we should advise him not to think of paying 
much of that debt in French notes. 
But he is 
the Prodigal to the end, and spendthrifts are 
often careless of the meum ei iuum, so the 
glasses jingle. 
Our desire is that this little 
breeze may blow somebody good. 
Mr. Bouci- 
cault has promised us comedies, original and 
otherwise, on the understanding that there is 
nobody else can write English comedy. That be­ 
lief a few will be sacrilegious enough to dissent 
from. 
We want good modem comedies, and 
“London Astmrance” to the contrary, there 
may bo land enough left on this earth for 
somebody to walk around Mr. Boucicault. 
Who shall try ? is a fair gnestion. 


D e a th in t h e StBEErs.—The Board of 
Health calls attention, none too soon, to the 
dangerous condition of the excavations on 
Fourth avenae, for the Harlem railroad track 
sinking, both os regards the public health 
and the risk of accidents to life and limb. 
There appears to bo no more regard for human 
life, not to speak of the convenience and com­ 
fort of citizens, in the whole of this work 
than there was in the use of the boiler 
which 
recently 
exploded 
at 
Harlem. 
Sewers are opened, 
excavations are left 
without proper safeguards, the railroad cross­ 
ings are without sufficient guards, and every* 
where the work, which is designed as a publio 
good, is a public evil, likely to do more dam­ 
age than its ultimate advantages will reeom- 
pense. 
Snch a work as this, in the heart of 
the city, should never have been made neces­ 
sary ; but being unavoidable, it should at 
least bo carried on with a dccont regard for 
the publio safotv.

Congress. 
One of the most important duties devolving 
on the present Congress is that of fostering 
the shipping interests of the country. 
The 
prosperous condition of the iron trade and 
the difficulties that have occurred in Europe 
have tended to give an impetus to shipbuild­ 
ing in the United States which needs very 
little eucouragement to lead to important re­ 
sults. 
Siuce the commencement of the war 
of the rebellion we have been losing our 
position on the ocean until an American line 
of steamers has been almost unknown. 
We 
now appear to have a feir prospect of 
recovering 
from this depression if 
our 
Representatives 
will 
lend 
a 
helping 
hand 
by 
wise 
legislation. 
What 
we 
need 
is 
such 
an 
amendment to 
our 
laws as will 
enable 
American 
lines to 
buy ships in the cheapest market and obtain 
for them American registry. 
A plain, com­ 
mon sense view of this subject must couvince 
every reasonable man of the wisdom of such 
a policy. 
We have to-day facilities for ship­ 
building, if we would only encourage them, 
superior to those of any other nation; and yet 
wo cling to the folly which has heretofore 
prompted us to throw obstacles in the way of 
this important business for the sake of special 
interests, and seem unwUling to learn the 
lessons taught us by every year’s experienca 
The great evil against which we have had 
to contend has been the disposition of such 
steamship linos as we have had to depend upon 
the country for subsidies. 
This is altogether 
wrong. 
A line should be mode to support 
itself without direct aid from the government, 
and wo could have several successful American 
lines in operation to-day if our laws wore such 
as to enable them to compete with foreign 
companies, without taking a dollar from the 
’Freasuiy in the shape of subsidies. ‘ The Pa­ 
cific Mail line has recently learned the wisdom 
of 
making 
a 
revolution 
in 
its 
man- 
agememt, 
long 
needed, 
and 
has 
been 
quietly introducing modem iron propellers 
in place of the old sidewheel steamers, thus 
saving in consumption of coal and increased 
space for tonnage more than any year’s subsidy 
granted by Congress could realize. 
But the 
company has not, for aU that, given up the 
idea of being still a beggar at the public treas­ 
ury. 
A scheme is on foot to unite the Pacific 
Mail line with the Philadelphia European line 
in a grand united company for the establish­ 
ment of an American service between Liver­ 
pool and Now York and Philadelphia. The 
project embraces also the consolidation of 
the English line from Aspinwall to Liv­ 
erpool 
in the 
general 
American 
com­ 
pany. 
It is the intention of the projectors 
of this grand scheme to ask »f Congress, first, 
a subsidy, and next, such an amendment of 
our navigation laws as wUl enable them to buy 
their ships in the cheapest market and procure 
for them an American r^istry. 
The subsidy 
should be refused. 
The amendment to our 
present unwise law should be granted. 
Wo 
need a free market for ships, and when we 
have one our own shipbuilders will soon awake 
to the knowledge that we can build ships 
cheaper and better in the United States than 
they can be built in any other country. 


The Position ot 
Oar Citizens In Ha- 
-rana. 
In another column we publish a letter from 
our correspondent in Havana, which depicts in 
forcible terms the position full of peril occu­ 
pied by a large number of American citizens 
whose businoss compels them to remain in 
that city. 
Notwithstanding the warnings 
addressed to the government at Washington, 
no steps have been taken to secure American 
residents in the Cuban capital from the possi­ 
ble violence of the mob, or to afford them a 
refuge should popular passion attempt to 
wreak vengeance on their unprotected heads. 
It is a sad and humiliating sight to see our 
citizens fleeing for their lives before the 
shadow of a danger because they have no con­ 
fidence in the will of their government to 
protect them. 
The tender sensibilities of a 
cutthroat rabble are considered by the Wash­ 
ington government as more worthy of atten­ 
tion than the interests or safety of American 
citizens. 
The prompt action of the English 
government in sending its war ships to the 
scene of disturbance offers to ns an example 
well worthy of imitatiom 
But, so long as the 
foreign policy of the country is controlled by 
Mr. Fish, American citizens will probably con­ 
tinue to look in vain to their flag for protec­ 
tion from Spanish ruffianism. 
The appre- 
honded resistance to the delivery of the 
Virginius noted in our later despatches mokes 
it imperatively the duty of the government to 
send a sufficient force to Cuban waters to 
overawe the violent rabble whose hostile atti­ 
tude is a source of danger to our citizens. 


The 
Cheap 
Transportation <|,aestlon. 
There is unusual interest manifested just 
now in the subject of cheaper transportation 
for the products of the remote parts of the 
country, and from the West particularly, to 
the seaboard and a market. 
Congress, during 
the last session, saw the importauce of it, and 
a select committee was appointed by the Sen­ 
ate to collect evidence and to report on i t 
A 
committee of the commercial community of 
New York has boen similarly employed, with 
the view of urging suitable measures upon 
Congress. 
The farmers’ granges and cognate 
societies among the agricultural population, 
now a most powerful body, m»ke this the 
prominent object of their association. 
Public 
men everywhere, in Washington and in the 
several States, are following and aotiug with 
pnblio sentiment 
Cheap transportation, in 
fact is likely to become an important element 
in the future political movements of the country. 
It has been said that the President would ere 
long send a special message to Congress on 
the granger movement and the objects of it 
The Senate Committee on Transportation has 
been working industriously daring the sum­ 
mer, and is now about to ask for time to ex­ 
tend its investigations, chiefly in New Orleans 
and the Lower Mississippi 'Valley. 
ITiat something advantageous to the coun­ 
try will oomo out of all these movements we 
cannot doubt 
The late panic and the neces­ 
sity thereby shown of enlarged facilities for 
bringing the abundant products of the West 
to market have increased the interest in this 
qnesiion. 
The difficulty will be, probably, to 
devise pmctioal measures, without involving the 
government in enormons expenso and opening 
the door to Jobs and corruption on one hand 
and yet to afford the relief needed on the other. 
Private enterprise is best to meet the de­ 
mands of oommoxos whonevor that can be oh* 


(ained and when it doss not bseome m 
oppressive 
monopolj. 
Unfortonately, ths 
railroads—which are and must be the great 
arteries of commerce—have become stock-job­ 
bing concerns, uuder the control of powerful 
and irresponsible speculators. 
The people 
are made to pay on an average at least 
one-third more than they ought to pay 
for freight and passage by the railroads, 
because the capital has been inflated far above 
the cost 
Interest on a fictitious capital ha« 
been demanded, and heretofore the legisla 
tures of the States and even the members ol 
Congress have been so under the influence o! 
the railroad power that no remedy «ould bi 
found. 
It seems to us that general and strin­ 
gent laws should be made first to regulate ths 
railroads in existence, for they are the chan­ 
nels of commerce among the several States. 
Then direct lines 'of freight railroads exclu­ 
sively, with double tracks, from the trading 
centres of the West to those of the East, should 
be chartered by Congress, and, after allowing 
a reasonable interest on the capital invested, 
the rate of charges sboold be defined and 
limited. The different States also might lend 
their aid in facilitating and cheapening trans­ 
portation by proper railroad laws and by canal 
and other internal improvements. 
We advo­ 
cate help from both the federal and State 
governments in this way and as far as possible 
without Congress making large appropriations 
and creating jobs. 
However, we most wait a 
little longer to see what will be developed by 
the various movements referred to for pro­ 
moting cheap transportation. 


The United Stntee Wnwy—W eetern Men 
and Kaetern Mcaaorcs. 
When there is a truth, patent and glaring, 
even though unpleasant, we see no reason why 
we should not put it into our pipes and smoke 
i t 
One of these very smokable truths is ths 
United States Navy, which we were about to 
say is a minus quantity, worse than a thing 
of the imagination, and therefore not very 
tangible even for smoke. 
We are very weU 
aware that there are those who believe that 
our navy is the strongest armod marine in the 
world; but such a feeling, while very con-* 
soling, will not avail us in the hour of con­ 
flict with a fleet which was built long after 
our own vessels bad lived out the tenure of 
their natural lives. The plain, simple fáct is 
that our navy, considering the wealth and dig­ 
nity of the United States, is an absolute dis­ 
grace to the nation. 
It is os though Mr. Astor 
were a resident of Baxter street, or Mr. Stewarl 
oondncting business on small loans from the 
accommodating gentlemen who cluster about 
Chatham square. 
To whom do we owe the 
debt of gratitude for this condition of our 
naval decrepitude? 
We think that the dis­ 
tinguished benefactor of his country is the 
Western member. 
Somebody has said that 
the Western member is the product of Eastern 
civilization, the cream of our Atlantic intel­ 
lect—a giant who, finding no peers among 
the pigmies of the seaboard, flies to the prairie 
and the gold mine of that wonderful region 
which has been described as being bonnded 
on the north by the aurora borealis, on ths 
east by the interminable sea, on the south by 
the American Eagle, on the west by the 
setting sun. 
Tbis able and extraordinary 
gentleman 
who 
goes West is known in 
our Washington despatches as an economist; 
perhaps he might say of himself, “political 
economist.” When we peruse the proceed­ 
ings of Congress we find him always on his 
feet (if he be able to stand), and the peculiar 
movement that he selects for a forensic effort is 
on “appropriations.” 
It is always a grand 
field day for him when it is to be a vote on 
some project for supplying crutches to out 
tottering marine. 
“What is the navy good 
for? Why should we keep up a war estab­ 
lishment in time of peace? Is not one 
American equal to six 
of 
another na- 
tiobality if an emergency arise? Let the 
navy go to.” 
This is a fair abstract of his 
oration. Now, if the Western member were 
a simple unit all this rubbish would avail 
naught Unhappily he is n o t 
The Western 
member means to wield an overpowering in­ 
fluence in the legislation of this country. 
All 
of his statesmanship is shaped for one pur­ 
pose and with one end in view, that of the 
future of the “Great Northwestern Empire." 
It \p not uncommon for him to speak on our 
national politics in an unguarded hour and to 
say that the West has no longer any need of 
the East; that God made the Mississippi 
River and the Gulf of Mexico for the North­ 
western Empire especially, and selected Den­ 
ver for the future capital of the human race. 
He would have the West and the South secede 
from the Atlantic seaboard, because the sea­ 
board is populated by fossils who still believe 
in such a medisovul institution as commerce. 
This is all very well—it has been very well for 
some years past; but when the Western mem­ 
ber, having made some money and thinking 
that he would like to travel, sets out on his ' 
journey he finds that an American citizen does 
not amount to much—in fact, that American 
citizens make very good targets for very 
bad Spanish riflemen. Then he asks himself, 
“Why is this thus?”—his own phrase. 
We 
will take the liberty of answering, “Because 
wo have not a navy.” Wo are not sure that 
the Western meml)er, even smarting under 
the conviction that he is not the peer of one 
of those famous men whom we road of as Ro­ 
man citizens, can yet forget the great North­ 
western Empire ; but wo would suggest as 
points for his forthcoming oration the inves­ 
tigation of these queries: — 
If wo had been represented at Santiago do 
Cuba by an American man-of-war would the 
Virginius have been convoyed into that port 
as a piratical ship ? 
If wo were now represented at Havana by 
an American fleet would American citizens 
tremble for their lives and property? 
If we had a navy would Mr. Fish, having 
accepted a s(!ttlcraent from Spain, calmly sub­ 
mit to the reckless bravado of the Spanish 
volunteers ? 
If we had an iron-clad squadron would the 
Spaniards point to Morro Castle and grimly 
smile at Yankee impotency? 
If we had strength, dignity and respect on 
the sea would we have been nearly a month in 
arranging the preliminaries to rescue fourteen 
American citizens in the bauds of an insano 
raco of Bnrriels? 
It is not, perhaps, worth while to notice the 
feeble nonsense injected into the cars of the 
amUtors who li*tene«l to the dobote on the 
Naval A ppropriation bill the day before yes­ 
terday. 
It was the same, in kind and quality, 
th at annniJlv distiiuciiiihos the B oom qí R an.

T h k W obkihom en a t a B a d Jo b .—The so- 
oalled workingmen of the city, who met at 
Cooper Institute last night, made a very bun­ 
gling job of their demonstration. 
It is not 
wisdom in the honest laborer or mechanic, 
who lives by the employment aflforded him by 
capital, to make absurd demands, which, if 
complied with, by ruining capital, would ruin 
labor also. 
The men who inscribe on their 
•banners the destructive mottoes of the Com­ 
mune are not “workingmen,” but loafers, 
who live in idleness on the hard-earned 
money of the true 
“workingman.” 
The 
number and condition of the unemployed in 
this city and State, if correctly given in the 
report presented to the meeting, are certainly 
startling enough, and prove that some more 
efficient means of relief should be adopted 
than our laws at present provide. But Com­ 
munistic pronunciamentos will not help the 
cause of the poor in this city, and it will be 
wise on the part of those who are earnestly 
desirous of helping themselves, or those who 
are less fortunate than themselves, to steer 
clear of such demonstrations as that at the 
Cooper Institute. 


T h e N e w Y obx City M ission had an anni­ 
versary celebration this week, at which en­ 
couraging accounts were given of the progress 
of the society in evangelizing the poor of the 
city, and very discouraging reports os to the 
condition of the finances. In carrying the 
Gospel to the masses the missionaries have 
not been neglectful of the bodily needs of the 
people among whom they were sent; and 
although tracts are consoling at times to those 
who read them, yet clothing, fuel, food and 
medicine are still stronger incentives to con­ 
version. There is danger of the most press­ 
ing kind, as one of the reverend gentlemen 
stated on the occasion, in the ignorance and 
lawlessness of the masses; but tracts will 
scarcely suffice to remedy such evils. Sub­ 
stantial aid to the families of those unfortu­ 
nates will do more towards reclaiming them 
from the downward path than a ream of bibli­ 
cal quotations. Therefore the treasury of this 
worthy mission of charity should not be per­ 
mitted to remain in its present empty state, 
but calls for the immeiliate and munificent 
support of those whoso wealth enables them 
to contribute towards it.

L ater advices from Havana Indicate th at there 
is a division of sentim eut among the members of 
the Casino Español touching the settlem ent of the 
Virginias affair, and to this fact U attributed the 
contradictory statem ents made in reference to 
their action. The more wealthy and Intelligent 
portion, represented by such men as Zulueta. Pol- 
lido, Durañona, Ibañas and Mamesto, are In favor 
of yielding obedience to the 
home 
govern­ 
ment. and BO avoiding a colllston with the U nited 
States, which they know would be ruinous to the 
large interests they have tn the Island, based upon 
the existence of slavery. The others, m ade up of 
Ignorant and brutal men. employed as trackm en, 
porters, longshoremen, Ac., are represented oy 
Ramon H errera and bis Fifth battalion of volun­ 
teers. 
They style themselves “Spaniards, w ithont 
conditions,” and, indeoendent of any feeling of 
patriotism or love of the national integrity, favor 
a war, which they consider would prove a benefit 
to them in giving them an opportuuity of 
SACKING THK H0ÜSK3 
and estates of the weajthy Cubans, and so ftamish- 
Ing a short road to the $4.000 or $6,000 which they 
aspire to obtain before returnlug to their native 
country. Joined w ith them, too, are a considerable 
nnmberwho have been engaged in fitting out ves­ 
sels for the slave trade—an occupation pretty much 
ruined by the Insurrection—and who hope to 
retrieve ttielr losses, in case of war, by preying on 
American commerce. These tw o compose a large 
majority of tbe resident Spaniards, and as they 
are louder, more overbearing and aggressive than 
the conservatives, the Cubans are still hopeinl 
that their action will prevent a settlem ent and 
that w ar will ensue. A gentlem an of Intelligence 
residing in Havana and ostensibly In entire accord 
with the Spanish governm ent, w rites th at the 
feeling in favor of w ar Is so strong among the 
more Ignorant classes, that, though the Virginias 
question Is settled, no effort will be spared to 
precipitate a collision, and, therofore, the Am er­ 
icans in the island are likely to be in a very precar-

yesterday, an interesting letter from Havana was

We are greatly rejoiced here wUh the hopes en- 
tcrtaluea that the time has come at last woen the 
United States, realizing the position they hold la 
America, will come to us with the light of her 
civilization and save us irom a continuance of the 
horrors we have suffered.

Sir—In compliance w ith your instrnctions of 
June e, 1873, directing me to report upon the treat­ 
m ent of em igrants on board steamships, particu­ 
larly to inquire into th a t of women and chllUren; 
anihorlzing me to vUit the ports of Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, New York ana Boston, in the United 
Status: Liverpool, Havre, Brest and Uambnrg. m 
Eiuope. and G reeting me. In order to lully under- 
aiaud the condnct and treatm ent oi passengers 
during the voyage, to inspect the steerage as ire- 
«liieutiy as possible, both m ordinary and excep­ 
tional w eather, 1 commenced my investigations at 
(hisUe Uarden on the 10th of June. From th aip o tu t 
1 visited the dinereni Unes of steam ers on their ar­ 
rival and departure to and irom the port of New 
York, where the greater portion oi all the emi- 
v rau ts to this country laud.

1 talked with ineni trecly ou ship­ 
board and on shore, and parucularly noted the 
provision m ade for tuem on landing. On the 28ih 
01 June I sailed ou the steam ship Calabria, of the 
I’uiiard line, bound lor UverpooC at wlUcti point I 
remained several weeks; from there 1 proceeded

ton rather tliiin to Havre and isainburg. tor the 
reason th at the Hamburg and Bremen steam ers 
atop at Boutbam pton and remain 24 hours in 
••port.’’ and an Inspection of them alter three days’ 
voyage is lar m ore saiisiactory than one made 
when leaving the port oi em barkatiuu. At all these 
points I exam ined fully the condition of steerage 
p:issengers and the accommodations furni.shed to 
tticm. 
To acquaint myself more inlly upon the 
siioject than 1 bad been able to do from the obser­ 
vations made a t these points, I took steerage pa.s- 
Bage on my return from Europe, without the 
k Lowledge of the oibcers of my object, on a steam er 
oi the Inman line, the City ol New York, bringing 
tlü em igrant pH.^íSongers, representing nearly alt 
ibe nationaUiies oi 
Europe—English, 
German, 
Swedes, KussiauB, French and Irish. 
For 14 days 
1 did not cross the forbidden bar which divides the 
cabin from the steerage deck. I ate, slept and re­ 
mained there all ot th at period. 
STkEKAUB LIFE OB RBSPEC'TABLE ENGLISH ANP GER­ 
MAN LINES. 
rp o n the observations and Investigations made 
1 bave tbe honor to report th at the treatm ent of 
sieeragA passengers on the re.sponslble and re­ 
spectable English and German lines Is generally 
good, judged by the popular standard of w hat is 
due the poor and Ignorant classes in return lor 
value given by th fm ; that the food, though ol the 
plainest and most m expeusive kind, was good and 
wholesome In quality and snfflcieut in quantity. 
For hreaklkst they gave fresh bread and batter, 
hot coffee and oaim eal porridge. 
For dinner, nu­ 
tritious soup, either salt or iresh beef, boiled pota­ 
toes, varied on Friday by flslu For supper, oread 
and butler, with tea and oatmeal porridge. 
In 
addition beef tea was served during the day to 
the sick. 
The sleeping accommodations are not so tree 
trom oriticisms; they crowd too m any In too small 
a space. Although tbe English Passenger act, which 
limits tbe steam ship companies to carry one pas- 
scBser for every 
superficial feet of 
clear 
deck space allotted to their use, is strictly 
adhf-red to. they still carry 
too 
many and 
crowd them too closely together. The English 
governmeut officials appointed as inspectors to 
see that the Passenger act is m all respects < allied 
out, are always at their posts and vigilant in tho 
performance of their duty, and the Captain of 
every steamship and saUing vessel Is under heavy 
bonds not to violate any oi its provisions. There 
are com partments and dlvislous fur the separa­ 
tion of the sexes on all the regular lines. Un a new 
German line, the Eagle, the dlvisious are made 
complete by closed bulkheads, separating them so 
th a t there cau be no communication save by going 
from the deck. On the Inman line tbe com part­ 
m ents arc Inrnlslied with sliding doors that can be 
laatened on the Inside, so that the most perfect 
privacy is secured. On the other Hues tbe young 
and unmarried men are put in the lore part of the 
steamship, tbe m arried people and families In the 
middle and single women abaft, and no commum- 
cation can be had save by g o ing from one to the 
other. Especial attention of late has been directed 
tbe subject of ventilation, 
which m ust at 
best be bad betweeu decks of any 
steam er 
or sailing vessel; but the agiUUon upon the 
subject through the strictures of the press and the 
BctioD 01 the Board of Commissioners of the ¡state 
01 New York in calUug attention to the subject has 
directed luquiry and provoked criticism to such 
au extent th at great Improvemenw have been 
■lade in this direction. 
Veuuiators are now 
placed Id the steerage and cabins, and through 
them a constant current of air is introduced. 
There were six of these large ventilators, six leet 
to ctrcumlerence, passing through tbe cabins of 
the City 01 New York, and in addition the port 
windows were kept open whenever the w eather 
perm itted.

1 observed that among the superior 
offlcers there was far greater kiminefS extended 
t« tbe passengers than among the subordinates 
who have charge of the adm inlttiatlon ofaifau-s. 
With the latter the lundam enial principle ot action 
MoiiiH to be that an em igrant is an unpleasant 
fact with which they have to deal, and us un ludt- 
vidual ne has no iigbi.s they are bound to respect. 
The result of thl.s leellng renders these otbclals 
coarse and often brutal in speech and m anner 
toward the steerage passengers. This would soon 
be corrected If the pasaeugers them selves under- 
siood their rights: but subordination to authority 
has so long been the liabit of their thought and lile 
th at they never question It, and are often in conse­ 
quence subjected to arbitrary rule when unauthor­ 
ized.

Another fact that tbe sentim ental hum anitarian 
in hie eOorta at reiorm ation often loses sight ol or 
does 
not know 
is 
th at 
the large m ajority 
of these people 
are of the lowest 
order of 
humanity. They are 
filthy 
in 
tbeir 
habits, 
coaree m 
m anner 
and 
often low 
in 
their 
instincti. There are ireqnentiy petty taievlngs, 
discords and treaehery pracUsed am ong ibem- 
selves, and their iguorance is in many inatjuices 
appalling, and the women are oftiraea worse than 
the men. As an illustration of this there was a 
death of an iniaiii on iward during the voyage: the 
m other waa an Engiishwomau, whose husband, a 
m iner, had seiiicd in the Lake m ipenor mining 
nlHtrtct, and had seut lor her to come to him. Hhp 
made night hideous with her screams and cries 
when her baby was tagen with convulsions and 
would not be comforted; but she would lie by lu 
Mde au day and aleei., leaving tne little one wtih- 
u o t tbe care necessary to sustain its Ufe, and when 
aw akened by its cries would eviuoe the greatest 
im patience a t being <Usturi>e«i. Mie did out know 
how to give the medicines prepared lur it, and lu 
auger she would throw iiiem away. The doctor. 
Who was a man of g reat kludnesi of heart, gave 
the child personal atteoU ouund care during its Ui. 
■ess. When taken w ith convulsions he remained 
by It until out ol im m ediate danger, giving it a hot 
bath himself, when he lound the mother unable to 
do It properly. When the child died a coifin wasfur- 
iiisbed, the church services read by ttie t iilsf offlcer 
and all the ordinary religious services pei lormed at 
Its bnrlal. Iliere was also one birth on board dur­ 
ing the passage, and I observed the same kind 
. treatm ent irom the doctor. Tne m other w.as le- 
moved to one of the hospital com partm ents, whicii 
were provided with every necessary com lort lor 
tbe sick. He remained with her constantly uucil 
the tUne of her delivery, and in every wav gave a t­ 
tention to her wants. 
1 will, however, observe in 
this connection that I thiuk this officer possessed 
an UDusuBlly kind and syiiipathetlc nature. He 
•lid not seem to havo the popular appreciation of 
the em igrant ss belonging to another order ol lie- 
Ings Irom the cabin juissengcr. J do not think he

Since the uiaiigurauon of steamship travel for 
em igrants, w inch has nearly superseded that ol 
sailing vessels, and the appoiiitiiient of a Board of 
* ouimtssionvrs of Em laratiou by the state of New 
York, aud tho legislation winch bus been enuctud 
w ithiu m e last ten years, insufficient as It still is 
lound to l»e. a great Iniproveraeut has beeu made 
lu the treatm ent of emigrauts. 
The widespread charges of abuses and m ism an­ 
agem ent which have been so ireely mude against 
the liistitim on of Gustle Garden 1 am satisfied, 
trom close observation. If existing in the past, have 
been m great part done away with. U la, as now 
managed, miiuificcnt and beneficent In its work­ 
ings lor tne em igrant. There Ui no doubt that In 
the past the em igrant has been the prey of sharp­ 
ers aud aystem aiicalli plundered and robbed irom 
the time he lauded uu:ll every cent was gouo aud 
hliusclf ruined, 
Vouug girls were decoyed by pro­ 
curesses to liouses of iU-fame aud ruined beyond 
the hope of redeinptlou, aud m every way they 
were defrauded and degraded. This is now. In a 
great measure, changed, and efforts aro made to 
reuder the m petiuou 
of

possible, 
From 
the 
m om ent of landing the 
protection 
ol

sought 
by a well-ordered system of watchfulness and 
care until he leaves tor bis m tended desttnatiun. 
Ills money is changed, and the m arket pnce givcu 
him for his gold and sliver; warm meals are fur- 
nishcd at reasonable prices within the Garden, aud 
the em lgraut is warned against sharpers lying lu 
w ait for him outside; telegram s are sent and let­ 
ters aud telegram s aw altm g passengers are de­ 
livered to them. Such lodging aud boarding house 
keepers only as are licensed by the Commission are 
allowed luside of Castle Garden, aud a compluiut 
made against one of them to tbe Superiuteiidcnt 
deprives him of his bailge. 
ihelr baggage is 
checked aud stored without charges uutU such 
time as they may wish to claim it. 
CRIMINAL AND INCAPABLE EMIGRANTS. 
The great tide of em igration that bungs to our 
shores annually 300,000 w orking men and women 
flows in great part through the city ol New York. 
The stroug aud able-bodied, the thrifty, valuable lur- 
mers an«l artisans move on to the broad prairies, 
iei tile hills and rich mines of the great West. 
The 
refuse, irom ihe slum s of the great European cities, 
the poor, lucoiupetcnt and good lur nottiiiigsiive to 
enter the workhouse and prison, are lett lor the 
Commission to care lor. 
For the benefit of this 
class, leit as charges upon their hands, they have 
esub lished on W ard’s Island a hospital, a refuge 
and au insane ivsvlum. 
Here all the poor, who lor 
any reason are w ithout em ploym ent, money or 
friends, are sen t to be provided for iiuiil such time 
as they are able to care lor themselves. 
There is 
also a labor bureau attached to castle Garden, 
w here em ploym ent is sought to be furnished lor all 
those who have not engagem ents made upon 
orrivaL 
HOW EXPENSE.S ARE PAID. 
For the purpose of paying the expenses of these 
dilTcreut iDsiitutioiis there is paid a com m utatiuu 
tax 01 $1 super head lor each em igrant th at lauds 
lu New York. This tax Is paid in lien 01 a boud 
which the State exacts irom the steam ship compa­ 
nies of f3uo per head to protect itsell irom pauper­ 
ism. The pivDient of this tax or the executiou 01 
the bond is optional with Hie steam ship companies, 
as this 
money 
comes through the steam ship 
companies, iroin the em igrant. Although the price 
ot tho steerage passage has not been raised siuce 
the exaction of the head money nor reduced since 
its reduciion from $2 50, wluch was paid previous 
to May, 1871, at which tim e it was reduced by the 
i.egi.slucure of New York, It still could not be paid 
except by the em igrant; and Iherelore it l.s lor 
him. in fact, a relief association, to the benefits of 
wblch, If needed, through misfortune, he Is eu- 
titled lor the period 01 five years. At the time the 
am ount of the head money waa reduced it was un­ 
doubtedly accompUshed by the efforts of an able 
and system atically worked steam ship lobby, who 
could well allbrd to pay a large sum for an act 
which would pul into their own coifers $300,000 
a year. There Is a large num ber arriving on every 
steam er who are w ithout irlends or money; all 
such become a charge at once. 
COMPETITION BETWEEN THE TAEIOrS LINF8. 
Another cause for the Im nrovem ent in this trade 
Is its greatly Increased and constantly increasing 
value. 
The great com petition betw een tho dtfier- 
cu t companies to secure it has covered the Con- 
Uneut 01 Europe w ith their agencies and com pelled 
them to offer the best possible inducem ents In 
order to gum It. 
The profit ot this trade ts greater 
t * me steam ship com panies than any other por­ 
tion 01 tbeir traffic, and if tbe em igrants them ­ 
selves knew the value of It, and w ere snfflclently 
tuiurmed to understand tbe fact, the abnses would 
s *on correct them selves, 
S U guineas, the price of 
a steerage ticket, is nearly hall the cost of a cabin 
passage; but in this, as in all the w onts of the 
poor and ignorant, they pay much larger prices, in 
to w hat they get, than the rich. 
For 
price paid for a steerage passage not one- 
tw entieth part of the value Is given as the cabin 
passenger receives lor bis ontlay. 
They are obliged 
to lurulsh tlieir own bed to sleep upon, a plate, 
eup, knife and fork to eat with and also to keep 
clean lor use. 
They are furnished with the plain­ 
est and most Inexpensive food, and hundreds are 
crowded into space that tw enties occupy in the 
cabin. 
IMFROVBMBNTS SrOOESTET). 
While there are no such abases and outrages as 
once disgraced this traffic, there is still room for 
advance upon the present. 
For the price paid 
tables siionld be mrnlshed by all the com panies, as 
Is now done dv som e of them, upon which Uielr 
m eals should be served, dishes necessary to eat 
their lood should also be furnished and kept lor 
their use, as is done in the cabin. 
The very limited 
room allowed eagh person, and often tbe scarcity 
of w ater to wash them with, renders the core of 
these utensils a great burden, and in cases of sick­ 
ness alm ost au im possibility, espeelaU» to women 
who bave children clinging to them lor care and 
Bitentiou, them selves sick in a strange place, ter­ 
rified by the motion of the snip aud the state of 
contusion the first few days of the voyage— it is 
found to be a great u x . 
Tbe outlay to tbe co m -. 
pauy would be trifling, the com fort to the passen­ 
ger very great. 
WOMEN AND CHILUREN. 
Women, with children, are a constantly Increas­ 
ing class am ong the em igrants. 
Tne man leaves 
h u old nome for a new one alone; after locating 
he seud.s lor wile and children to lollow ; with no 
one to help her care for them she s ia r u on her 
journey. 
The first experience is sea sickness; the 
n ext te n o r of shipwreck, crying children clinging 
to her and no one to speak a kin d word or ofier 
the much needed assistance. Her situation is truly 
pitiable, 
sue nnds locomotion about a rolhng 
steam er w r y dlificult, yet she must get out to the 
lood or she aud her children must go unngry. 
For tne purpose of protection 
against arbi­ 
trary rulings and to receive the proper treat­ 
m ent of woman a stew ardess should be provided 
lor tne espenai purpose of looking alter this 
class, and she snuuld 
be held 
to 
a 
strict 
accountaiilllly 
for 
the 
jieriormance 
of 
that 
duty. The t'ommlssloners of Em igration of the 
stare of New York memorialized tne steam ship 
compauies upon this subject last year. The reply 
was that a lavoraole consideration of the subject 
would be u k en by them, and tne result has been 
to place them upon some ot the steam ers, but more 
trips are made without them than with them, and 
in many ways compliance with the request Is 
avoided. 1 he Gunard line selects some one among 
toe iiassengors coming over, and makes an arrange­ 
m ent with tier to refund tbe passage money paid, 
if she Is able to and perform s this d u tr. A mo­ 
m ent’s reflection will show that this is only an eva­ 
sion, as these people are, lor the first few days, 
generally sea-sick, and this Is the time tbeir ser­ 
vices are most needed. 
It ts in cases of sea sick­ 
ness their services are wanted. When attacked 
with other luacss the passengers are sent to the 
hospital, where everything necessary for their com­ 
lort is lurnishea lor them. They pay enough to 
entitle them to a regular stew ardess; one who is 
accustomed to the situation, is fltit inghtcncd 
when it storm s or sick m rough weather. 
ABUfeES ON MISCELLANKOCS STKAMaHlFS A.ND SAIL­ 
ING VESSELS. 
While the regular steam ship com panies, follow­ 
ing tbe requirem ents oi laws i>eneucent when com­

The place was 
dark and dump, there being no ventilation either 
by port windows or ventilators; the air in cousu- 
quence was very Impure. 
The 1o<k1 was not so 
open to criticism ; It seemed, so far as I could Judge, 
to be good ID qualify and sufficient lu quantity. 
Many of these Independent steam ships aud sail- 
- essels would. I am iniormed, be liable to those

INTKRESTINIJ STATISTIO.'. 
A tliongh steamship travel Is last superseding 
that of sal lug vessels there arrived in the port of 
em igianis in them, and 
it is In relation to them and to the lndet>endcnt 
steam ships ihst «•oniplalnts are now m ostly ma«le. 
It IS very «leslrabie that some acheme be devised 
to discourage the carrying ..i em igrant passengers 
in sailing vessels. 
The oiiTeren< e in p n re Is so 
very Hniall and the loss of time ana suffering ao 
much grea ter that to save them from it would be 
a great blessing to them. 
It is only through Igno­ 
rance of a better w ay tliat they eome in sarilng 
vessels. 
A n oth er of the great eviis of inin traffic 
Is the fact, that the German sailing vessels «re not 
required by law to carry a physician ou board. 
Instead it provides for a regulation me.ii< m« chest 
and a governm ent handimok of medical pra*!tice, 
and tuen confides tho lives of hundreds of people 
to the medli ai skill u fa cap tain who has enough to 
do In the iMTiornittiJce of l.ls legitim ate duties, and 
having no kiiow leilgo wiiatA«ver of the Hcleiice 
or medl<me. 
The relative m ortality on kteanmhipH 
and sailing vesHels landing in New York from the 
PvrM Vi 
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A SKRtOUS BVIU 
A nother source ol serious evü to the German 
em igrant Is the exchanging of his gold and silver 
coin aud paper currency aud purobastug draita ou 
New lo rk city previous toem barkiug at Bremeu, 
Hiunburg and other porta. They are not only sub­ 
jected to loss from Ignorance of tbe difference in 
vaiue of United Htates money as com pared with 
their own; they also siiifcr the further risk of re­ 
ceiving counterlelt Lnited S tates currency, with 
wiiicti the country Is lull. The execution and finish 
ol it IS so perieci us to deceive experienced cash­ 
iers here and bankers abroad. Many a poor emi­ 
grant on his arrival here finds his money thus ex­ 
changed to be entirely worthless. 
T heieis also tucuicnlable evil arising from the 
booking 01 passengers in Europe lor inland passage 
or transportation In the United States, and selling 
them tickets to be used this side of the Atlantic. 
TTiese tickets are otien grossly overcharged for, 
oitou leading over circuitous routes, and tbey are 
irequently Imposed upon by Irauduletit tickets. 
This practice oi selling tickets In Europe was com- 
meuced 
at 
tbe 
time 
when 
the 
agent 
of 
the 
Fenusjivonla 
Kallroad 
had, 
through 
some 
dereliction 
of 
uuty, 
rem iered 
him­ 
self 
obnoxious 
to 
tbe 
Commissioners 
of 
Emigration, and In consequence was debarred fYora 
tbe privilege of selling tickets in Castle Garden, 
and the company retired for a period from the 
Garden. Pievlous to this tbe three railroad lines 
running from f*ew York west—tne New York Cen­ 
tral. tbe New York and Erie aud tbe Pennsylvania 
Central—had offices located 
In Castle Garchm. 
'J hese companies mutually combined to destroy 
competition by equally dividing this traffic between 
them . For this privilege they jointly paid an an­ 
nual aggregate rent or fio.ooo to the Comuussion- 
ers of EmlgraUon of the State of New York. Thesu 
companies were afterw ards relieved from the pay­ 
m ent ol this sum and were allowed gratuitously 
to continue the sale of tickets to em igrants with 
the same privileges they had 
before enjoyed. 
When the Pennsylvania Central Railroad Company 
withdrew, rath er than comply with tbe demand 
of the Commissioners th at another agent be ap­ 
pointed, It 
immediately 
established • agencies 
tbroughont this country and Europe lor the sale of 
tickets over its route. The result soon convmoed 
the other companies th at this road was ontstriplng 
them In the sale and they soon followed m the 
same path. 
rNSCBCPCLOrSNEBS OF AGENTS. 
The strife lor business betw een the different 
companies developed the practice of paying lam e 
commissions to agents lor tne purpose ol seem ing 
this carrying trade both in Europe and here, it 
also resulted In unscrnpalous agents taking ad­ 
vantage of the Ignorance o lth e em igrants and 
selling them tickets by circuitous routes, and also 
In fllliiig Castle Garden with these agents under 
cover 01 lodging and boarding bouse keepers; mis­ 
sionaries and even the employés of the Commlssion 
itseir were bribed lor the same work. 
This practice involves great Injustice to tbe emi­ 
grant, lor the reason tnat, wlieu he has not pur­ 
chased his ac k et abroad, he is Instructed to say 
th at he is going to stop in New York, aud, without 
the protection of the commission, ne la the prey of 
sharpers and robbers. 
hince the system of selling tickets was adopted 
the apparent stopjiage in New York baa Increased 
from 14 to 40, 45 and 50 per cent, although the real 
stoppMre has not increased at, all. When the emi­ 
grant purchases hla ticket in Castle Garden he is 
protected 
and cared for until he passes the 
boundaries 
of 
the 
Btate 
of 
New 
York; 
when tie parchases it outside he Is without 
that protection. 
If the 
commission paid on 
railroad tickets to these agents w ere abolished, and 
all tickets were sold by reguU r agents of the com­ 
panies, nnder the protection of the Commission 
at Castle Garden, the landing ol these people would 
not be diverted from New York, tbe natural point 
of debarsation In.thls country, and the tare could 
be reduced a t least 15 per cent, with no loss upon 
the present profit, and the em igrant would be 
saved from the deception and wrong now so often 
practised np'in btm, both a t home and abroad. 
THE TKAN.SP0RTAT10N OF THE EMIGRANTS. 
The m anner of transporting the em igrants from 
the steam ships to OasUe Garden, and the responsi­ 
bility 01 tbeir baggage wblie In transit, has been 
for a long time a vexed question. Although the 
steam ship company Is not relieved of the re.sponsl- 
biliry or care or steerage passengers until tb et are 
landed, and the process and expense of landing 
devolves upon them , they have hitherto reiused to 
pay for anything lost by tbe em igrant before he 
has received the check from the railroad agent In 
exchange lor the paper receipt given him ou board 
tbe steam.ship, and the railroad company refuses to 
assum e liabilities until the passenger receives its 
check. 
There are as many as 8,000 packages 
landed m one day, and with m e greatest care 
some, will be lost. 
The transportation of these people from Castle 
Garden to tiie cars ts also a m atter of Importance. 
T he sight of women audcüiidren perched on boxes, 
flnveii in baggage wagons through the streets of 
tne city, while men and boys trudge behind on 
loot, in all kinds of weather, from Castle Garden to 
Twenty-third street, to the depot of the New York 
Central Railroad, has long been offensive to the 
citizens 01 New York. This company ought to be 
compelled, when taking tbe 
responsíblllty of 
this work, to tran sp o rt them lu a more re­ 
spectable manner. The protests of the Commis­ 
sioners 
of 
Em igration 
upon 
this 
subject 
have 
BO 
far 
been 
treated 
with 
silence 
by it. Tne Erie Railroad Company has met the de­ 
mand for a m sre hum ane system in a comniend- 
aWe spirit wormy of im itation. They have fitted 
up a barge of the m ost oomforUble cha racter, 
quite worthy of first class traffic, with every ac­ 
commodation for comfort and convenience. This 
barge «'onveys the passengers and their baggage 
directly irom Castle Garden, landing across the 
river to tbeir depot In Jersey a ty , thns saving them 
from me evils which Invariably assail them when 
they go m rough the city. The Fennsylvania Central 
road have a large and commodious depot near Cas­ 
tle Garden, ana thus save tbe long tram p to the 
upper part of the city. 
A trip made irom New 
York to cnucago on the different parts of the three 
railroad Hues on an em igrant tratu on tbe 1st of 
.sioverober convinced me th at tbe raHroad traffic, 
like the steam ship transit, through com peution, 
has been greatly improved. 
Em igrant tram s, as 
such, are no longer run west of Buffalo, N. Y., 
by the 
Erie 
and 
Central 
roads, 
or 
west 
of Pittsburg, Pa., by the Penn.sylvanla Central 
Railroad. At these points tbe em igrants are put 
Into the smoking car of the express trains at Pitts­ 
burg, P a .: a t Buffalo and Buspenslon Bridge the 
cars of the «m igrant trains are attached to the ex­ 
press trains. Tne time consumed by the em igrant 
train is six hours in excess of the express tram . 
The cars are comtorUble, the seats are covered 
with enamelled clo th ; they are kept clean and are 
inrnlshed with closets, w ater and lire. The c» n of 
the different com panies differ but little in cbarao- 
ter. 
The fact that competlUon boa improved tbU 
trade is still more apparent at Chicago, at which 
point there are a greater num ber 01 com peung 
roads. The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail­ 
road, which IS a fair exam ple ol other lines, conveys 
em igrants on express tram s, leaving Chicago a t 
ten A. M. and arrivlDg at <miaha at ten o’clock tbe 
nex t m orning; also leaving a t ten P. M., arriving at 
Omaha a t ten o ’cRick the n ex t evening. There is 
very iltUe difference m the cars used lor em igrants 
and those for other passengers.

• re to be benefited by legislation which renders 
th e currency variable in value from day to day. A 
yardetlck is • nseful Implement, because every­ 
body knows exactly w hat it m eans and w hat it 
m easnrcs. A dollar or an eagle Is useful in the 
sam e way, because it is a m easure the use of which 
everybody knows. But If that which we call “a 
dollar" m eans to-day one thing and to-morrow 
another—as will always be the case with a cur­ 
rency non-convertible Into values recogulzed as 
standard by all men—then 
AN XLBMXNT OF UNCKETAINTV 
is introduced Into the busines.s relations of the 
country, making derangem ent and discord every­ 
where. Only th at man, therefore, who disregards 
•II experience and lgno. es the teachings of all his­ 
tory will advocate any action which binclcra the 
earliest possible resum ption of specie payments. 
Fluctuations exist even in the value of the precious 
m etaU : but experience has shown th at these fiuc- 
tuatlons are less than those of any other com­ 
modity having the proper requisites for a m easure 
of values. 
To the gold standard, therefore, wc 
m ust bring the value of aU our issues of paper if we 
would avoid 
FINANCIAL STORM AND PANIC. 
Secondly, It la perfectly natural lor the debtor 
olass to dcslpe to have the figure, standlug against 
them represent sm aller actual values, as they 
certainly would if our paper Issues were In­ 
creased.

held him In $2.000 ball to appear for t rial. 
Alexander Chartorakl, who had been charged 
with desertion irom the Greek ship Marengo, was 
yesterday sent aboard that vessel by order of Com­ 
missioner John A. Shields, who acted ou the appli­ 
cation of the Greek Consul in the m atter. 
In the United States Circuit Court, In the case of

Very rarely is the public affected with such a 
thrill of horror as on reading In the H kkald, ou 
the m orning of the 23d of last August, the account 
of the killing 01 James W. Broderick by Ills lather. 
Michael C. Broderick. His fa'her had two sous, 
James and John. Both, from the evideuce taken 
before the Coroner, would seem to have been very 
uDdnlifuI sons. John had been forbidden ihi' house 
by his father, and Jam es having once threatened 
bis father’s life, and ou that very morniug having 
used a most opprobrious epitnct to his father. The 
night before the killing the brothers, with tiieir 
m other and sister, came home from a picnic, and 
the father ordered John to leave the house. 
Jam es, however, detained him. 
When they got 
op next morning there was a quarrel w ith their 
lather. John picking up a knife and buttiug 
his laflier, and then ilropping the knife and ru n ­ 
ning away. 
The tragedy then took place, the 
lather stabbing Jam es, who ran down stairs, but 
fell dead lieforc reaching the imttom. 
The lather 
was jiiaccd 
on 
trial yesterday, betore Judge 
Daniels, in the court of flyer and Terminer, the 
iudictm ent against him being m urder In the first 
degree. The court room was crowded to Its utm ost 
capacHy. 
The prisoner, a quiet, peacclul-looklng, 
nilctdlc-aged man, sat by Mr. William F. Howe, his 
counsel. Most of the time he held on bis knee his 
youngest child, a Uttle girl four years old, who, in 
iiiicouhcious innocence, fondled him w ith the m ost 
childlike tcnderncs-H. 
Near him sa t his aged 
mother, his son John and his wife and daughters, 
the tatter all dressed in deep mouruJng. 
It was 
such a famtly gatherlug as one very rarely sees 
even in a court room, where so often are presented 
so m any curious phases of crime and Its underly- 
lug life tragedies. 
It look but a short tim e to get ^jhe Jury. It was 
made up of the following p e rso n s G e o rg e T. M.

When John McDermott, who has been indicted 
for m urder in the first dcgroe, was arraigned at 
the Court of Oyer and Tci miuer 00 Monday his 
counsel, Mr. William F. Howe, said that a plea of 
insauity would be interposed In bis behalf, and 
owing to the absence of cx-Judge Cardozo. who 
had been associated with him in the deience, the 
trial was postponed till ycsierday. 
McDermott, it 
will be remembered, in a n t of jealousy killed his 
wife by slriKiiig her on the head with a ham m er 
and artei wards attem pted his own life by butting 
his hciul against the wall ot his cell. 
Ou his case being again caUed to trial yesterday, 
Judge Daniels on the liench, Mr. Howe stated that 
alter welghlug the evidence he and his associate 
counsel hud codcladed that a verdict or m urder in 
the second degree would In all proDabllity be the 
verdict of the Jury. They did not feel that the iiica 
of iu.sanlty could bo succcssiully m ainiained, and 
had procured from the oietrlct Attorney an ac­ 
ceptance of a plea of m urder in the second degree. 
They have thus saved the life ol their unfurtunatu 
client, anit this, under the circuiiistances of the 
case, was all they lelt it in their power to accomplish. 
District Attorney Phelps, in a< cepting this plea, 
stated th at in all probability bad the prisoner ot ou 
u ncii mail tie would have proctiied the sérvlces of 
the many seientlllc alchemists and medical men 
with which the city abounds, and would, no doubt, 
have set up such a theory 01 insanity as might have 
resulted ill a verdict of murder In the second de­ 
gree. 
He had had the pnsouer examined by medi­ 
cal experts, who bad stated to him that while fhey 
did not eonsliier the prisoner insane a t the time of 
the murder or a t the present mcment, yet lie cer­ 
tainly was a man of very low luieilectuality: and 
while aci^eptiijg this plea he thought the full pen­ 
alty of the law would bo meted out to the prisoner, 
lor the killing was committed under circum stances 
of the greatest atrocity and was of the most revolt­ 
ing uaiiire. 
Kx-Judge Cardozo made a most effective and 
forcible plea on behalf of the prisoner. 
He said 
that belore the present course was agreed on. and 
while McDermott was in peril of bis lllc, under the 
Uiilictment, he had promised, at the request of his 
learned brother Mr. Howe, to participate with him 
Ui the defence, and a t btssuUcltalion he had agreed 
to perioriu the duty which Mr. Howe would so 
mueh 
better

man. 
And 
now by his pari iallty, contrary to his own proicr- 
ence. he was culled upon to submit a lew observa­ 
tions to His Honor. Upon careful exam ination, 
preparatory for trial, he had become convinced 
that the hlghesr crim e 01 which the prisoner ought 
to be convicied was manslaughter in the second 
degree; and he felt (pilte certain that when His 
Honor oxamlued the papci-s he would latl to find 
any evidence to Justify the belief that there was 
any such pi'ciueditation 111 his act as either under 
the former or 1 he present staiu of the law of homi­ 
cide would ju-tlfy a verdict of any higher grade of 
crime. But, as ail human judgments are fallible, 
and none more 10 than that which attem pts to pre- 
illct the result of a Jury trial. It mid been deemed 
discreet to act upon the suggestion of The learned 
counsel for the pro.secntion and Interpose a plea of 
guilty ol uiurdur In the second degree. M lih few 
friends, and none ol 
Influence, the prlsuner’s 
condition 
was 
very hapless. 
But th at very 
helplessueN.s will appeal to the learned tribunal he 
had the honor to address more forcibly than his 
counsel cun, for that clemency which he so much 
uceds. Springing irom the humblest walks ot Ufe, 
with little, II any. natural lutellcct—coming from a 
family in which insanity is Inherited—himselt the 
victim 
of 
HiiiiHtroke—in a moment of fren­ 
zied

and he must boar the consequences. But his con­ 
dition whicli he had depicted should lead His 
Honor to the conclusión that his measure of re- 
spouslbUli V for his acts is very slight Indeed. After 
His Honor simll have taken those circum stances 
into consiileriition and made, as he trusted he 
would, such investigation of the Jactsas be deemed
